Thomas Morgan, near 25 Years of Age, 
was born in the County of Hereford, of ho- 
neſt and reputable Parents, of which County 
his Father was a conſiderable Yeoman and 
his Mother a Native of the City of Brittol, 
of genteel and worthy Parentage. Morgan's. 
Father, who was always reckon'd -a frugal, 
induſtrious Man, taking a great liking to his 
Son's Management in the Field, took bur 
little Care of his Education at School, which 
made his Mother exceſſive uneaſy; and de- 
claring to her Huſband her Reſolution of not. 
having, her Son brought up in the Farming- 
Way, it was at Jaſt determin'd, by mutual 
Conſent, td ſend him to Briſtol. to School, 
where he was ſent accordingly ; and at a pro- 
per Age, he was put Apprentice to a Fipe- 
maker in that City, where he ſerv'd his Time 
honeſtly, and with the Approbation of his 
Friends. When his 'Fime was expir'd, he 
was very delirous of ſeeing the City.of London; 
and having his Maſters Letter of Recommens 
dation to a Pipe-maker of this City; on his 
Arrival he was well receiv'd and immediately 
enter'd into conſtant Employ, and had Wages 
to His own Satisfaction. ? * 
In the Shop where he was employed, his 
deceaſed Wife worked, and they ſoon ſcrap'd. 
Acquaintance together, and ſeemed fond of 
each other; and as Morgan was a very god 
Hand, and diligent in his Buſineſs, his Ma- 
ſter diſcovering their Courtſhipgetold him if 
he was in Earneſt and thought &f marrying. 
the Woman, he would write to her Father, 
one Mr. W—, who was, and ſtil} is, a con- 
ſiderable Pipe-maker at Ware in Hertford- 
{ihire; it was agreed to, and a Letter ſent 
accordingly ; to which Letter her Father re- 
turned a very complaiſant Anſwer, and was 
greatly rejoic'd that his Daughter ihould teal 
into fuch good Hands, and get a Husband to 
induftrious and honett as. Morgan was repre- 
ſented to be. Ihis Conſent of her Father

Wite every Saturday Night, the beſt Part of 


his Wages. He ſaid - he loved her tendecly, 
and could have endur'd any Hardſhips to ſup- 


port her; but about fix, Weeks after Mar- 


wriace, ſhe gave him a very bad Diſtemper: 
ler Friends put her into the Hoſpital, and he

© her Father came to Town, and by many 
Fair Promiſes, of doing extraordinary Matters 


for them, Morgan was reconciled to his

On receiving a Letter from Briſtol of the 
Death of his Grandmother, he went thither, 
and took Poſleſſion of a ſmall Eftate, which 
he ſold for upwards of one hundred Pounds, 
which Caſh be carefully brought to London, 
and delivefed to his Spouſe : And this Sum, he 
ſaid, was the Sum that ſet him up Maſter in 
his Buſineſs, as a Pipemaker. | 2 

As he had great Acquaintance, he was ſoon 
eſtabliſhed in Trade, and had ſo many good 
Cuſtomers, that he was obliged to employ 
ſeveral Hands, and might have lived happily, 
had it not been for his Wife's ill Manage- 
ment, for he declared (as he was ſoon to ap- 


pear before the Almighty) that her Behaviour 


made him diſtracted, and quite incapable 


of minding his Buſineſs, as an induftrious 


Man ought to do. He us'd to ſend 
her out with Pipes to his Cuſtomers, with a 
Journeyman to attend her; but when they 


were ſold, ſhe never brought him all the Mo- 
ney, and generally came bome much in Li- 


quor, and gave her Servants fuch Freedomg as 
was quite indiſcrete, and very unbecoming 
the Miſtreſs of a ba 5 :

milling ſome Caſh, and finding that he could

{ally known by the Sporting Gentlemen, his 
Behaviour entitled him to their Eſteem, and 
he was greatly careſs'd, even by People who 
bore a good Character, or at leaſt were aba ve 
the Frowns of Fortune.

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Children, who had been ill nine Weeks of a 
raging Fever; and at the Commiſſion of this 
Fact he himſelf was ſo weak and giddy, that 


he could ſcarcely ſit a Horſe, ard his 


Affairs in ſo bad a Situation, that he was al- 
moſt diſt tacted; for juſt about this Time his 
Goods were ſeiz d for Rent, and every 
Thing in the greateſt Confuſion. 

As he was under Sentence of Death from 
Septemher laſt to the Time of his Execution, 
he had an Opportunity of applying to his 
Friends to make Intereſt to ſave his Life. 
Every body told him he was in no Danger; 
and as the Jury had begg'd of the Court to 
recommend him 'to his Majeſty's Mercy, as 
believing this his firſt Fact, he himſelf was 
of the ſame Opinion : But how was he 
ſhock'd when he found himſelf included in 
the Dead Warrant! Nothing but Sorrow 
was ſeen in his Countenance; yet he behav'd 
with that Calmneſs and Reſignation which is 
rarely to be found in Perſons under his Cir- 
cumſtances. He was really a great Maſter of 
his Temper, and it was morally impoſſible 
ſar any one from his outward Behaviour, to 
Imagine he was capable of commiting a 
Robbery. 

His taking leave of his Wife, and recom- 
mending her and his Children to the Divine 
Mercy, was really ſo ſhocking, that none 
but thoſe who ſaw it can rightly de ſcribe ; 
She had been kind to him in his Confinement 
and he often ſaid, that nothing gave him fo 
much unneaſineſs as to part with her... 
Tho' his mother had not been indulgent 
to him as might be expected, he freely 
forgave her; and hop'd his dear Saviour 
and Redeemer would pardon all his Sims, 
and receive his Soul into eternal Glory. 
"The Religion he profeſſed was the Church of 
England; though on the Morning, before he 
went to die, it was given out that he was a 
* Roman Catholick- If he was of that Reli- 
gion, he kept it private, for he never de- 
lar d it fines under his unhappy Misfortunee. 


2. EDWARD LLOYD, and Deborah 
Lloyd, his Wife [who is repriev'd] were in- 
difted, for that they not having the fear of 
God before their eyes, not weighing the duty 
of their allegiance, but being moved and ſc- 
duced- by the inſtigation of the devil, and 
deviſing and intending our Lord the King 
and his people, craftily, falſely, deceitſully, 
feloniouſly and traiterouſly to deceive and d- 
fraud, on the 15th day of July, in the 19th 
year of his Majeſty's reign, at the pariſh of 
St. Andrew's Holborn in the County of Mid- 
dleſex, twenty four pieces of falſe, ſeigned, 
and counterfit money and coin, made of co 
per, pewter, tin, lead, and other baſe metals, 


each of the ſaid Pieces to the likeneſs and 


ſimilitude of a good, lawful and current piece 
of ſilver money and coin cf this realm, called 


a ſhilling, then and there, craſtily, falſely, 


deceitſully, feloniouſly, and traiterouſly did 

make, forge, coin, and counterfeit, againſt the 

duty of their allegiance, againſt his Majeſty's 

peace, his crown, and dignity, againſt the 

torm of the ſtatue in ſuch caſe made and 
rovided. 

Edward Lloyd, upwards of 67 Years of 
Age, of mean Parents in Wales, who ' gave 
him little Education, yet he was a Man of 
very good natural Parts: He uſed to do La- 
bouring Work, and was accounted a ve 
honeſt Man before he married Deborab, who 
has been a Coiner, and uttered bad Money, 
ever ſince ſhe was 10 Years of Age with a 
Gang of moſt infamous People a great many 
of whom have ſuffered as Traitors at Tyburn, 
and elſewhere, and ſhe herſelf has ſtood in 
the Pillory for putting off bad Money no leſs 
than ſeven Times ; however ſhe is ſaved, tho' 
the oldeſt Offender that way in England, yet 
ſhe ſtill lives, after having ſeen ſo many of 
her Confedrates go to the Gallows. They 
were impeached by one Joanna Wood, who 
acquainted the Sollicitor of the Mint what 
they practiſed, and he had them. ſeized, 


committed, tried and convicted, They usd 


to 
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to file the Britannia off King George the Se- 


cond's Farthings, till they were as thin as a 


Sixpence, .and, file ſome Part of the Head, 
then bend. them, colour them, and paſs them 
for Sixpences to unwary People in the Night- 
time; but what they were now cait for, was 
making and uttering bad Shillings, two of 
which they put oft ro Mrs. Lemon, at Lord 
Cobbam's Head in Cold-Bath-Fields, where 
Wood was detected, and. ſent to Priſon, but 
Deb. Lloyd (better known by the Name of 
Moody) got off, till Wood ſwore againſt them, 
then both Husband and Wife were fecured. 
The poor Man behaved very well, and died 
ſincerely penitent, blaming only his Wife, 
for that ſhe had brought him to all his Miſ- 
fortunes ; and ſaid if a Hiſtory of her Life 
were to be printed, two large Volumes in Fo- 
lio would not contain it. 

4. MARY GREEN, was indicted for 
robbing Richard Wilſon, (an Officer on 
board a Man of War) of 15 Guineas, and 4 s. 
6 d. the 12th of laſt Septemberin Well Alley 
in the Minories, in a Bawdy-Houſe kept by 
ene Ann Girle, who was try'd (with Ann 
Walker) for the ſame Fact, but both acquited. 
Green was 34 years of Age, born near Read- 
ing in Berkſhire where her Father now lives, 
and is the moſt conſiderable Brick-maker in 
1n the Country, ſhe ſaid ſhe could blame no 
one but herſelf for her Misfortunes. She had 
good Education but for ſome years had forſa- 
ken all civil Society; and became a common 
Proſtitute ; and when ſhe was under Sentence, 
ſhe never relented, but behaved very bold 
and inſolent; and even at the Gallows ſhe 
did not ſeem to be any ways ſhock'd. - 

5. JUDITH TILLEY, of White-chapel, 
was indicted tor robbing Ford Holley, (a Jew- 
eller in Little Britain) of his Tebacco Box, 
and 6s, in a Bawdy-houſe in Moſes and Aaron 
Alley, White-chapel, the 15th of laſt-Zuly. 
This 73Vey is 25 years of Age a poor filly 
Creature, that can neither read or write; but

She was a Welſh- 
woman, near 50 Years old, and was a Nurſe

gullty of ſeveral Robberies, but would con- 

eſs nothing, tho' ſhe died very penitent. 

7, 8. ABTJAH BURK, and JOHN 
WAREHAM, were indicted for robbing 
Charles Chinner (a Frenchman) of his Hat 
and Wig, and 2s. the 5th of January near 
Rag-Fair Watch-houſe: Burk is aged 20, 
and Wareham 18. They have both been 
Pick-pockets from their Cradles, and uſed 
"till lately to pilfer on the Keys; and went 
amongſt the Thieves by the Name of Gaffy- 
Boys, which is a cant Name they give to all 
Lads that are born in Rag-Fair, and com- 
mence Robbers. They were poor ignorant 
Creatures, and neither of them knew a Let» 
ter in the Book ; nor d1d they underſtand any 
thing but Debauchery and Villainy. They 
made no Confeſſion; for Burk Lad it was 
enough to be hang'd, and not to confeſs too. 
They died ſeemingly very unconcern d. 

9, JOHN WERB, was indicted for 
ſtabbing Harman Dock on the 18th of laſt 
December, at his Lodgings. Webb is 32 
Years' of Age, and a Shoemaker by Trade,
